the battery opened and obliged the French to fheer 
of. at. 
Having obferved that the Englith veffel outfailed the 
enemy whil{t there was a breeze, and that the privateer 
was not of great force, I judged i ggobable that the 
might be captured by the troops of the garrifon, and 
therefore ordered a detachment, with an officer, to em- 
bark in the fame veffel that had been chafed, and ia an- 
other, that fortunately happened to be in the Road, hav- 
ing previoufly promifed Poe gratuity to the owners, 
and in afew hours I-learned, with mach fatisfaction, 
that the privateer was brought into our harbour. : 
She proves to be the Epervier, Captain Pierce, with 
24 men, mounting 3 guns, 2 fwivels, and {mall arms, 
belonging to Dunkirk, but fitted out from Cherbourg, 
om fortaight’s cruize from the 17th inftant; had, on 
the 21ft, taken the brig, Ann, Le Hirrel matter, from 
Gafpé to Jerfey, with fith, and yefterday morning a 
{mall veffe! bound from hence to England, both which 
captures had been noticed from this ifland. 
I cannat too much praife the readinefs and alacrity 
fhewn by Major Gordon, the officers and foldiers of the 
-partifon, in the execution of my orders on this occafion ; 
| for the day was fo far {pent that one quarter of an hour’s 
délay might have fruftrated.all our exertions ; but I am 
in dyty, bound to teftify my particular obligations to 
Town-Major Haniell, who folicited to be employed, 
and inftantaneoufly embarking, effeéted the capture with- 
ont any lols.

Dorrington, June 15, 1797+ 
My Dear Cotoner, 
Tue information which you have given to me of the reports 
scylating with regard to the late political negociations, is in 
= refpect material. It confirms a [ufpicion which had occur 
ond to oe that it was an object to have me thought difpofed 
poled fuch s coalition.—And the Oracle, which I had not 
te n before you tranimitted it, exceedingly ftrengthens the fup- 
Cofition If L have lett room for thofe erroneous ftatements by 
os roclaiming to all the world the arragements that was in 
a wil it did not proceed from my not having taken a precife 
‘and defined line ; ftill lefs did it arife from any notion of ad- 
ntage in concealment ; for the Gentlemen with whom I con- 
es had not any purpofe which they wifhed to difguife ; and 
1 ftrongly urged thém not to give an appearance of intrigue to 
the buknels by any affectation of fecrecy. Indeed, | know that 
fome of them declared their intentions very openly to the per- 
fous molt con¢erned, the Minifters; which, perhaps, has facili- 
tated the atcempt of throwing a colour of collufion on the plan. 
—My fole reafun for not talking more openly on whae was in 
contemplation was, that TE had declined being a principal mover 
in the bufinefs, and that | thought it would have been an air of 
vanity if 1 proclaimed the flattering recurrence of fo many re- 
fpectable charaéters to me. 
it was before Eafter that fome Members of the Houfe of 
Commons, not thofe who ufed to meet ‘at Sir — Sinclair's, 
fent to afk for an opportunity of converfing with me on politi- 
cal topics. When we niet, they faid that a confiderable nym- 
ber of the independent Members, who had hitherto voted with 
Adminifratipn, faw with exceffive alarm the difficulties into 
which the country had been plunged, and which cauld not hut 
qnereate rapidly, unlefs an adequate remedy wete immediately 
applied. . They aided, that they had reflected on the nature 
of that remedyg and were convinced chat 8 change of Miniftry 
ra | Hep towards it—in confequence of which they 
had communed together, and had determioed:to fix their con- 
fidence upon me. They then requefted that 1 would eudeaveur, 
on the aflurance of their fupport, to form an Admioiftration 
on the principles of excluding perfons who had on either, fide 
made themfelves obnoxious to the Public. As I faw the dan- 
reof the country in the fame light that they did, and belic- 
vcd that nothing could difpel them but the calling forth the ge- 
neral confidence of the nation, | could not diffent from the 
theory of their plan. The execution of it, however, 1 deemed 
impracticable. I Gated to them the impoflibility of their over- 
powering the adherents of both Mr Pitt aud Mr Fox. On 
which account { ftrenuoufly recommended that they fhould at- 
tempt to form with Mr Fox’s party an alliance that might be 
fatistactory to themfelves and to the country; by difcuffing, 
apd, when accepted, reducing to ftric@t engagement, the extent 
of meafures which Mr Fox, wheo brought into office by them, 
would .propofe. The Gentlemen faid, that many of their 
friends had taken fo trong a part agsioit Mr Fox, and others 
had fuch a prejudice againft him, that they had not any hope 
of bringing my propofition to bear with thew. 1 repeated my 
reafoning as camneftly as poflible, and prevailedjupen thofe Gen 
tlemen to fay they would recommend the fuggettion to the cone 
fideration of their comeratles. 1 preffed the counfel upon many 
of them individdally afterwards; and f went out of town. 
. Pablic matters growing more gloomy in their afpect every 
day, I received letters from fome of thofe geniemicn, con- 
taining fuch remonitrances on my abfence, that I returned di- 
rely to London, ‘Phe perfons with:whom I had before con- 
ferred, came tome a foon as they heard I was arrived. They 
told me the repdgnance of their party to Mr Fox, was. invin- 
cible ; but that a ferfe of the extreme peril to which the State 
was eypofed, had become fo general, astomake it clear, that 
a m:jority of the Héufe of Commons would be for a new Ad- 
miniltration ; aud they eeapebe avery long litt indeed of Mem- 
bers, containing men of the greateft weight inthe country, who 
wifhed that I fhould ftand at their head. I explained to the 
gentlemen thatto make myfelf che chief of a party would no

tain, and feveral of them threatened with puniihment— 
this occafioned much difcontent, which continued until 
the next evening, when the mutiny broke out, by 
throwing double headed fhot, &c. about the thip, and 
other diforderly behaviour. The Firlt Lieutenant went 
down to inquire what they wanted, and was foog 
wounded in the arm by a tomahawk; he retired for 
fome time, and when he returned was knocked down 
with a tomahawk, his throat cut, and thrown overboard, 
After which the failors proceeded to the cabin in fearch 
of the Captain who had locked himfelf in, but was foon 
dragged out (after having wounded two or three in de- 
fending himfelf with his {word) and experienced the 
fate of his wofortunate Lieutenant—they afterwards 
feized upon and murdered every officer in the thip, ex- 
cept a Matter’s Mate, and two Midshipmen. 
‘They then direéted their courfe for La Guira, where 
they arrived under Spapifa colours, and delivered the 
fhip up to the Spanifh Government, giving out that they;
